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Paul Was Saved by Faith 


Before He 


Was Baptized 


“ARISE AND BE BAPTIZED, AND WASH AWAY THY SINS. 
MEANS THAT BAPTISM PICTURES SALVATION 


In Acts the 22nd chapter, we are told how Paul the 
apostle, after his arrest at Jerusalem, stood on the stairs 
and spoke to the great crowd of unconverted Jews who had 
tried to mob him and who had caused his arrest. In the 
Hebrew tongue, Paul made his defense and told the story 
of his conversion. He told of seeing: Jesus and the great 
light that shined on him as he went to Damascus, and then 
how three days later Ananias came to him and said, “Broth- 
er Saul, receive thy sight.” In verse 16, Paul quotes Ananias 


as saying, 


“And now why tarriest thou? arise, and be bap- 
tized, and wash away thy sins, calling on the name of 


the Lord.” — Acts 22:16. 


There have always been people like Cain, like the Phar- 
isees in the time of Jesus, and like those in the church of 
Galatia who seek to make salvation a matter of human 
works and.not of grace. They look for Scriptures which 
they may use to teach that baptism or other such works 
are a part of Godis plan of salvation. They like to use this 
verse, taking it out of its setting, and they say the com- 
mand “Arise and be baptized, 
teaches that.sins are literally washed away in baptism, and 
that one carmot be’saved without being baptized. However 
their claim misinterprets this Scripture and does violence 
to many others. The Scriptures clearly teach that Paul was 
converted on the road to Damascus three days before he 
was baptized. Baptism, then, could only figuratively wash 
away his sins, for his sins were certainly forgiven when he 
saw Jesus and called Him Lord three days before. A care- 
ful reading of the whole passage we have mentioned will in- 
dicate that, and other Scriptures concerning Paul’s con- 


version definitely prove it. 


In this same chapter, before Ananias is reported to 
have said to Paul, “Arise, and be baptized,” etc., verse 8 
says that Paul called Jesus “Lord” on the road to Damas- 
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and wash away thy sins... .,”

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cus. Verse 10 says, “And I said, What shall I do, Lord,” and 
verse 13 says that Ananias called him “Brother Saul,” be- 


‘fore his baptism. The same verse 13 says that Paul re- 


ceived his sight before he was baptized. Verses 14 and 15 
tell how already Paul has been chosen of God to be an apos- 
tle and teacher, and tells things that came before he was 
commanded to arise and be baptized. Certainly that is the 
story of a man already saved, and the language “wash away 
thy sins” is clearly intended to be figurative language. 


The two ordinances, the Lord’s Supper and baptism are 
figures, or pictures, and about them figurative language is 
simetimes used. For instance, Jesus said about the bread 
of the Lord’s Supper, “This is my body” (Luke 22:19). 
Actually we know that the bread is not literally the body of 
Christ, but it represents it, pictures it. Romans 6:5 says 
that baptism is a likeness of the death of Christ, and a like- 
ness of His resurrection. I Peter 3:21 says that baptism is 
a figure of salvation, like we may say figuratively that the 
souls in the ark were saved by water (I Peter 3:20, 21). 
If baptism is a likeness and a figure, as the Scriptures say, 
and if Jesus used figurative speech about the Lord’s Supper 
saying, “This is my body,” when He clearly meant this pic- 
tures my body, then it is easy for spiritually minded Chris- 


‘tians who believe all the Bible to see what Acts 22:16 


means. Baptism is a figure or likeness or picture of the 
washing away of sins, and people are saved when they trust 
in Christ, as John 3:16; Acts 16:31 and many, many other 
places declare beyond any doubt. 


THE ORIGINAL ACCOUNT OF PAUL'S CONVERSION 


In Acts the 22nd chapter, we have the divinely inspired 
record of Paul’s address to the people. Whether Paul was 
inspired as he stood on the stairs and spoke to the multi- 
tudes, we are not told, but we know that the record put 
down by Luke in our Bible is inspired as all the Bible is. We 
know that Paul said exactly what the Bible tells us that he 
said, for the Bible is infallibly correct. But the chapter does 
not say whether Paul was inspired when he stood and told 
the story of his conversion, nor whether Ananias was in- 
spired when he came to Paul. The same chapter in verse 
26 tells us what the centurion said, and verses 27 and 28 
tell us what the chief captain said. Those verses are an in- 
spired record of what those Roman officers said, but the 
men themselves were not inspired in what they said. In any 
case we may be sure that Paul knew the plan of salvation, 
and he did not mean, nor did Ananias mean, that one’s sins 
really wash off in the water of baptism. In either case, if 
Ananias or Paul said, “Wash away thy sins,” we may be 
sure they meant that baptism is a figure or likeness of the 
washing of sins, as the Bible elsewhere plainly teaches. 


But in Acts the 9th chapter, the Holy Spirit Himself 
had Luke write down just how Paul was converted. That 
account shows that Paul was converted on the road to Da- 
mascus, and was baptized three days after his conversion. 
Read Acts 9:3-9. 


“And as he journeyed, he came near Damascus: 
and suddenly there shined round about him a light 
from heaven: | 


“And he fell to the earth, and heard a voice saying 
unto him, Saul, Saul, why persecutest thou me? 


“And he said, Who art thou, Lord? And the Lord 
said, I am Jesus whom thou persecutest: it is hard for 
thee to kick against.the pricks. 


“And: he trembling and astonished said, Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do? And the Lord said unto 
him, Arise, and go into the city, and it shall be told 
thee what thou must do. 


“And the men which journeyed with him stood 
speechless, hearing a voice, but seeing no man. 


“And Saul arose from the earth; and when his 
eyes were opened, he saw no man: but they led him by 
the hand, and brought him into Damascus. 


“And he was three days without sight, and neither 
did eat nor drink.” 


In the above Scripture, notice the attitude of Paul, an 
attitude of perfect surrender, an attitude of faith, an at- 
titude of obedience. Saul called Jesus “Lord” in verse 5, 
and then learning who He was, again said, “Lord, what wilt 
thou have me to do.” (verse 6). Every new convert who 
with trembling faith calls Jesus “Lord,” should ask like 
Saul, “What wilt thou have me to do?” 

Notice from verse 9, that for three days the new con- 
vert did neither eat nor drink. 


Now read more of the story in verses 10 to 18. 


“And there was a certain disciple at Damascus, 
named Ananias; and to him said the Lord in a vision, 
Ananias. And he said, Behold, I am here, Lord. 

“And the Lor@ said unto him, Arise, and go into 
the street which is called Straight, and enquire in the 
house of-Judas for one called Saul, of Tarsus: for, be- 
hold, he prayeth, 

“And hath seen in a vision a man named Ananias 
coming in, and putting his hand on him, that he might : 
receive his sight. 

“Then Ananias answered, Lord, I have heard by 
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Friday, September 6, 1955.

18, that happened before his baptism! “And immediately 
there fell from his eyes as it had been scales: and he re- 
ceived sight forthwith, and arose, and was baptized.” 

Paul was saved by faith in Christ. Later when he was 
baptized, his baptism was a picture of the washing away of 
his sins. | 

PAUL WAS BORN AGAIN ON THE ROAD TO DAMASCUS 


Paul himself never forgot that marvelous experience on 
the road to Damascus. He himself mentioned it several 
times, in Acts 22 before the multitude, in Acts 26 before 


Agrippa, and again by divine inspiration in I Corinthians 
2:8. 


The gospel, Paul tells us in I Corinthians 15, is “that 
Christ died for our sins according to the Scriptures; And 
that he was buried, and that he rose again the third day 
according to the scriptures.”’ The subject of that 15th chap- 
ter is the resurrection and we are told how many people 
saw Jesus after His resurrection. And then in verse 8, Paul 
says, ~ 
“And last of all he was seen of me also, as of one 
born out of due time.” 


Paul himself saw Jesus alive after His resurrection. That 
certainly occurred on the road to Damascus. And when 
Paul saw the Lord on the road to Damascus, he saw Him 
as “one born out of due time.’ When Paul saw Jesus, 
there Paul was born again, there he was saved. It was 
not the first birth, so it must have been the second birth. 
No other birth is mentioned in the Bible. Paul was born 
again on the road to Damagcus when he saw Jesus! 


Paul was born again on the road to Damascus, born 
out of due time! What does that mean, born out of due 
time? Those five words are a translation of one Greek 
word, ektroma, literally out of time, but the Greek idiom 
for an abortion, a premature birth. 


In what sense was Paul’s conversion like a premature 
birth? Read the 11th chapter of Romans and you will 
understand it thoroughly. That chapter tells how Israel,

God has not cast away Israel, and at the return of Christ |) 


to reign, Israel will be saved, that is, the Jews who are 


left living on the earth at that time. Therefore when Paul |; ~ 
was saved, while the great mass of the people of his own|: 
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nation were still in blindness, long before the conversion 4 


of the whole nation, Paul said he saw Jesus as “one born 
out of due time,” or ahead of time. Paul was born again on 
the road to Damascus when he ‘saw Jesus and by faith 
called him Lord. 

That certainly proves that Paul was not saved in bap- 
tism, but that he was saved three days before he was 
baptized. : 

Remember that regeneration is the only thing spoken 
of in the Bible as a birth besides the natural birth. When 
the other apostles were called, it was not called a birth. 
Read John 1:12; John 3:3-8; I Peter 1:23; I John 2:29; I 
John 3:9; I John 4:7; I John 5:1, 4,18, and you will see that 
throughout the Bible salvation is referred to as a birth, and 
no other religious experience is called a birth. So when Paul 
was born again on the road to Damascus he was saved. 


SINNER, TRUST CHRIST LIKE PAUL DID 


If any poor sinner who reads this wants to know what 
to do to be saved, he can be saved just like Saul, who had 
started down the Damascus road breathing out threaten- 
ings and, slaughter. But when he saw Jesus, he repented, 
and with trembling and surrender and faith said, “Lord, 
what wilt thou have me to do?” Sinner, put your trust 
in Jesus. Come to Him today for mercy and forgiveness. 
Then ask Him what He would have you to do to serve 
Him. And as he sent Paul out to win others, He will 
send you. 

Paul well knew the plan of salvation, and he knew how 
he himself had been saved. So. when the trembling jailor 
cried, “Sirs, what must I do to be saved?” In Acts 16:30, 
Paul answered, “Believe on the Lord Jesus Christ, and 
thou shalt be saved, and thy house.” Paul was saved by 
trusting in Jesus for salvation and the jailor was saved 
the same way. 

Paul always preached this same simple plan of salva- 
tion. At Antioch of Pisidia he preached a great sermon, 
and the 13th chapter of Acts repeats it for us. In verses 
38 and 39 he gave them the plan of salvation as follows: 

“Be it known unto you therefore, men and brethren, 
that through this man is preached unto you the forgiv- 
ness of sins: 

“And by him ell that BELIEVE are justified from 
all things, from which ye could not be justified by the’ 
law of Moses.” 


Paul said that all who believe in Jesus are justified, 
that is, saved, and that is the way Paul himself was saved, 
not by baptism. 
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
